The  exchanges  were  carried  in 
the  French  magazine  “L’  Express” 
and  in  separate  statements  while 
U.S.  diplomats  worked  behind  the 
scenes  to  persuade  Thieu  to 
accept  an  ambiguous  formula 
aimed  at  by-passing  the  status 
issue. 

One  American  informant 
suggested  that  the  North 
Vietnamese  were  as  interested  as 
anyone  in  getting  a Saigon 
delegation  to  Paris.  Hanoi  knows, 
he  said,  that  it  cannot  get  a 
solution  of  the  war  in  the  South 
without  agreement  of  the  South 
Vietnamese  government. 

Vance  said  that,  after  six 
months  of  U.S.-North  Vietnamese 
talks,  ‘‘We  have  been  given  reason

The  frosh  presidency  is  also 
hopeful  of  convincing  ASBYU 
officials  that  frosh  elections 
should  be  near  the  beginning  of 
school  and  not  during  mid-terms. 

Shortening  the  campaign  from 
its  present  two-week  marathon  is 
also  considered  essential.  A frosh 
assembly  would  then  replace  the 
nightly  door-to-door  approach 
presently  used  to  allow  students 
to  meet  the  candidates.

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Dr.  Warner  disagreed  with  what 
he  called  a “dualism”  in  Dr. 
Rogers’  assessment  of  the 
problems  facing  Mormonism, 
wherein  the  “reactionary  and  the 
spiritual  are  opposed  to  the 
progressive  and  the  secular.” 

Discussing  the  “artificial 
importation  into  The  Church  of 
the  conservative  versus  the 
liberal,”  Dr.  Warner  said,  “In  my 
judgment  there  is  another 
alternative-progressive,  spiritual, 
but  hidden.” 

As  he  referred  to  recent  articles 
on  secularism  in  “Dialogue,”  a 
magazine  of  LDS  opinion,  Dr. 
Warner  commented  that  he 
thought  the  authors  wrote  as  if 
Mormons  working  in  the  ghetto 
had  discovered  “something  new” 
to  the  gospel. 


PARIS  (AP)  — Diplomats  from 
four  points  argued  in  public 
statements  Sunday  while  awaiting 
a Saigon  decision  about  attending 
the  proposed  expanded  peace 
conference  on  Vietnam. 

Ambassador  Cyrus  Vance, 
deputy  chief  of  the  U.S. 
delegation  under  W.  Averell 
Hairiman,  said  he  expects  Saigon 
will  join  the  parley  “and  take  a 
leadirig  part  in  the  forthcoming 
negotiations  leading  toward  peace 
in  South  Vietnam.” 

The  woman  chief  of  the  Viet 
Cong’s  National  Liberation  Front 
delegation  here,  Mrs.  Nguyen  Thi 
Binh,  blamed  the  Americans  for 
the  South  Vietnamese 
government’s  reluctance  to 
attend. 

‘U.S.  TO  BLAME’ 

“The  U.S.  government  must 
assume  the  entire  responsibility 
for  the  obstinate  attitude  of  its 
Saigon  lackeys,”  she  said. 

South  Vietnam’s 
ambassador-observer,  Pham  Dang 
Lam,  declared:  “We  cannot  take 
part  in  four-party  negotiations  at 
which  the  NLF  has  independent 
status.”  He  said  President  Nguyen 
Van  Thieu’s  regime  is  the  legal 
government  and  the  NLF  is  only  a 
rebel  movement. 

“We  consider  the  NLF  as  the 
authentic  representative  of  the 
population  of  South  Vietnam,”

Chain  tetters  Are  Dangerous 


Chain  letters  of  various  sorts  are  known  to  be 
circulating  on  campus  as  several  energetic  students 
are  seeking  to  make  fast  money  by  attracting  fellow 
students  into  a "game”  situation  to  gain  a lot  in  a 
short  time. 

Results  of  these  endeavors  have  been 
disappointing  because  the  payoffs  haven't  resulted, 
and  students  have  gone  into  the  hole  without  any 
return. 

But  this  isn't  the  main  reason  chain  letters  are 
dangerous. 

BYU  Vice  President  Clyde  D.  Sangren  issued  the 
following  statement  Saturday: 

"My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  a 
chain  letter  scheme  has  recently  made  its 
appearance  on  the  campus.  It  involves  the  purchase 
for  $10  of  a letter  bearing  11  names,  together  with  a 
$5  money  order  made  out  to  the  person  whose 
name  appears  at  the  top  of  the  list. 

"The  purchaser  makes  two  new  copies  of  the 
letter,  deleting  the  top  name  and  adding  his  own 
name  at  the  bottom  of  the  list,  and  purchases  two 
$5  money  orders  in  favor  of  the  person  whose  name 


is  now  first  on  the  list.  He  then  sells  each  of  these 
letters  and  money  orders  for  $10,  and  the  same 
thing  Is  supposed  to  start  all  over  again.  The  idea  is 
that  when  the  purchaser's  name  reaches  the  top  of 
the  list  he  should  receive  $10,000. 

"This  plan  is  a little  different  from  some  previous 
ones  in  that  it  specifies  that  the  mailing  of  such  a 
letter  is  illegal.  However,  in  the  succeeding  sentence 
it  instructs  the  purchaser  to  mail  the  money  order 
to  the  person  at  the  top  of  the  list. 

"!  would  like  all  BYU  students  to  know  that  such 
chain  letters  are  prohibited  by  the  lottery  laws  of 
the  state.  The  County  Attorney  and  the  Provo 
Postmaster  agree  with  me  that  the  mailing  of  the 
money  order  as  part  of  the  over-all  plan  is  in 
violation  of  the  federal  postal  laws. 

President  Wilkinson  joins  witii  me  in  strongly 
urging  all  members  of  the  student  body  to  avoid  this 
illegal  get-rich-quick  scheme." 

Students  should  not  get  involved  in  this  type  of 
game  where  one  must  count  on  another  to  make 
gain.  It  might  seem  foolish  not  to  get  involved,  but 
the  one  who  does  ends  up  being  the  fool.

WAC  Sidehorse  Champ

Cougar  gymnast  Dennis 
Ramsey’s  goal  is  to  have  practice 
make  perfect ...  and  he  just 
might  make  it. 

The  clean-cut  senior  from  Santa 
Monica,  CaUf.  placed  second  last 
year  in  the  sidehorse  competition 
at  the  NCAA  championships  and 
became  BYU’s  first  All-America 
gymnast.  This  year,  Dennis  has 
hopes  of  winning  the  national 
championship  and  scoring  a 
perfect  10.0  sidehorse  routine. 

Scoring  in  gymnastics  is 
determined  by  the  form, 
difficulty  and  combination  of 
tricks  within  a performer’s 
routine.  Body  control  is  essential, 
for  form  is  worth  half  of  the  ten 
possible  points  in  each  routine. 
Separation  of  the  feet,  slight 
bending  of  arms  or  legs  and 
improper  execution  of  a trick 
carry  stiff  penalties. 

Difficulty  is  rated  at  3.4  points 
in  the  routines  and  each  of  the 
eleven  tricks  is  rated  at  either  A, 
B,  or  C degree  of  difficulty  with  C 
being  most  difficult.  Although 
only  one  C move  is  required  in  a 
perfect  routine,  Dennis  has  eight. 

The  combination  of  tricks  in  a 
routine  is  allotted  1.6  points.  This 
involves  the  gymnast’s  style  and 
continuity  in  his  routine.  In  the 
NCAA  championships  Dennis 
scored  9.65  out  of  the  possible 
10.0  on  this  grading  scale.  No  one 
has  ever  scored  a 10.0  in  an 
NCAA  championship  meet. 

Determination  and  mental 
attitude  top  Dennis’  list  of 
qualities  that  make  him  an 
All-American.  Mike  Gordon,  the 
gymnastics  team’s  other 
co-captain  and  Western  Athletic 
Conference  high  bar  runner-up, 
commented  on  Dennis,  saying  he 
“works  ultra-hard.  He’ll  do 
whatever  is  necessary  to  push 
himself  to  win.” 

Teammate  Don  Ferre,  an 
all-around  champion  from 
California  whom  Dennis  helped 
recruit,  called  Dennis  the  “mother 
hen  of  the  team.”  Don  added, 
“Dennis  really  cares  about  the 
team.  He  pushes  us  hard.  It  really 
helps.” 

Dennis’  leadership  ability 
extends  beyond  athletics,  as  he  is 
a 2nd  Lieutenant  in  the  Air  Force 


ROTC.  He  hopes  to  become  a 
pilot.  Dennis  attributes  to 
gymnastics  the  opportunity  to 
develop  these  leadership  abilities 
by  developing  “pride, 
self-confidence  and  an  ability  to 
get  along  with  others  better.” 

Dennis  is  a man  who  is  sure  of 
himself  and  aware  of  his  potential 
and  expressed  confidence  that  he 
would  win  the.  national 
championship  this  year.  Already 
he  has  scored  a 9.5  in  exhibition 
and  shown  himself  to  be  on  the 
way  to  a great  year.  Besides 
competing  on  side  horse,  Dennis  is 
also  a fine  parallel  bars  and  long 
horse  performer  and  will  be  a 
valuable  point-getter  for  the 
Cougars  in  those  events. 

Dennis  and  the  cfther  BYU 
gymnasts  will  be  competing  in  the 
first  gymnastics  meet  of  the 
season  this  Saturday  in  a 
double-dual  meet  against 
arch-rival  University  of  Utah  and 
Nevada  Southern.

Provo  recently  honored 
her-and  her  “kids”  love  her.

when  he  went  to  Sao  Paulo  to 
visit  his  family.  There,  inspired  by 
the  gifted  students  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact,  Joseph  Kliass 
built  a piano  school  where  he  met 
his  wife  Lydia,  who  was  a student 
there. 

Both  he  and  Lydia  are  now 
Brazilian  citizens  and  have  two 
Brazilian  sons,  one  an  architect 
and  the  other  an  engineer. 

The  Kliass’  first  met  Mormons 
in  1964  when  President  Wayne 
Beck’s  children  began  piano 
lessons  at  the  Joseph  Kliass 
School.  A year  later  the  piano 
master  and  his  wife  came  to  BYU. 

For  nine  months  Joseph  and 
Lydia  taught  piano  on  campus. 
They  then  returned  to  Sao  Paulo, 
but  in  1966  and  1967,  they 
returned  to  Provo  for  six  month 
teaching  visits.  Two  homes 
seemed  the  only  solution  and  The 
Kliasses  now  have  residences  in 
Sao  Paulo  and  Provo. 

When  questioned  as  to  the 
differences  between  the  two 
cities,  Lydia  Kliass  explained  that 
Sao  Paulo,  with  nearly  six  million 
people  is,  of  course,  more 
cosmopolitan  than  Provo.  But  also 
the  university  system  is  quite 
different.  Music  students  do  not 
study  at  a university,  but  at  music 
schools  such  as  the  one  Joseph 
Kliass  operates. 

Both  Lydia  and  Joseph  Kliass 
agree  about  Provo.  “It  feels  like 
being  home,”  they  claim. 
Delighted  with  his  willing  students 
and  friendly  colleagues,  Joseph  is 
pleased  with  his  position  at  BYU. 
Lydia,  who  believes  that  the 
majority  of  BYU  students  are 
genuinely  happy,  declares,  “We 
love  this  school  very  much.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President-elect  Richard  M.  Nixon 
is  considering  replacing  National 
Chairman  Ray  Bliss  in  an  overhaul 
of  the  Republican  party 
organization. 

However,  associates  of  Nixon, 
who  reported  this  prospect,  said 
they  expect  Bliss  to  continue  as 
head  of  the  national  committee 
for  a while. 


But  when  he  gets  around  to  it, 
the  incoming  president  is 
expected  to  replace  Bliss— a 
technician  who  has  avoided  policy 
making— with  an  individual  more 
attention-commanding  than  the 
present  chairman  in  speeches  and 
personal  appearances. 


Presumably  the  new  chairman 
will  be  one  of  those  among 
Nixon’s  close  advisers  during  the 
presidential  campaign. 


House  campaign  committees 
which  will  be  directly  involved  in 
the  congressional  election  battles. 

Nixon  personally  knows  party 
workers  from  the  county  level  on 
up,  through  his  hundreds  of 
appearances  at  fund-raising 
dinners,  party  conferences  and 
state  conventions  in  the  eight 
years  since  he  left  office  as  vice 
president. 

While  the  duties  of  the 
presidency  may  limit  his  personal 
campaigning,  associates  expect 
Nixon  to  devote  what  time  he  can 
spare  to  building  up  the  party 
organization.  It’ll  be  needed  for 
what  has  traditionally  been  an 
uphill  battle  with  the  opposing 
party  after  two  years  of  a new 
administration.
